If you will remember my first backgrounding on this, in advance of the fact, there 
is either something I didn't indicate or something you don't recall, and I can't spell 
it out. however, I cun put it tliis ways others have applied for access than has been 
indicated in any story to date. (You didn't catch Wecht's point when he said four 
pathologists alone have applied whereas Graham said four in all, of whom only three 
are path, The fourth is MYC's helpem. his application was made about 1968, on his behalf 
by a former G 0 ngres man, Ted iupferman, now an appeals judge in ilYC courts, marshall, 

Graham at al are ignoring what tiiey want to ignore, are including only present requests. 

I was tho first and I repeated my requests often. I made my first request about 1l/l or 
2/66 and was rejected. I then went to court, remember?) how there are ways in which a 
crooked interpretation of the contract could lead to the granting of access to other 
than u pathologist or serious scholar, hike a fink flack aka reporter. I hope I have 
been able to forestall this, but if I have not, I think this will soon enough be in court. 

I have taken all the necessary preliminary steps, I think, insofar as a non-lawyer can 
have a qualified opinion. You siiould understand that archives regulations on wliat is 
withheld require that a record be kept of all denials and that when anything is declassified 
all who have been rejected must have equal access. They will, of course, interpret the 
contract as negating this, but it covers some tilings that it just cannot so cover. If I 
go to court I aay make a broadside attack on tho legality oi' the entire contract because 
if covers non-Kennedy property, off the record. - l o telegraphing.

As -ion understate tho political implications, Oswald rod, etc. And if ho grtill doesn't 
take tho bait, remind him that he has all along 3aid hi3 great and consuming interoot in 
the Lincoln assassination led to his interest in JFK and ho has from the first spoken 
often of the parallels. There can be 110 parallel unless that of JFK was a conspiracy. 

Who besides Oswald? Only his bosses, natch, wet the point? Lead this guy out on such thhggs 
•In as ranch detail a3 you can and if possible have a second tape recorder going so you 
won't have to dub, for it is important that 1 go over all of this as carefully and as 
soon a3 possible. A iiis thing is begin. Ang to assume the proportions of a "Guns of “ovembor", 
if you member that uovcl. after you unu he have had this real nice chat and you've gotten 
all the seemiiigly innocuous that should be a self-disclosure of a politically sick -an 
with animus and someklsat of an ego, you should ask him how he and tho Warren commission 
can both be right on the sane bullet trajectory if Iks begins two inches or more higher 



than the Cou isuion, for must it not thereafter have an identical trajectory for the 
‘'oci-isaion not to bo grossly wrong on all ^onnally's wounds? And musjt they not have been 

caused by one ana die sane bullet, JFK's and Connelly' s? (By the way, stay entirely away 

from til; head, unless ho volunteers. There arc many reasons, but tills other 3 tuff is now 
more important, for on« valuable part of the record will be his failure to ever say 
anything about tho cause of death, among other things), tih en lie places this entry wound 
higher, he necessarily places it in tho nock, yet it nay not have struck bone, for if

Kiuda casually ask him 
where the hand wus when it was hit and if he lias identified the frame of the Zaprudcr 
film at which Connally was struck. u h by the way, you might say if you want to throw him 
off a bit at some point, how long did you study thio film, when and what if any others. 

ou Eight pretend ignorance and ask him if there are any others. 

If he wonts to go into the f.agments shed by 399, th- only thing he has ever written 
about, again let him say everything he can or will. J 't is his tiling anu he is woefully 
lost in it. either deliberately ignores known fragmentation or is unaware of it. here 
the most important thing to get on record is his statement that he has accounted for 
all the known fragmentation to you. lou will want to understand just liow important his 
work in this area is, he should understand, for you have n-ver seen anything tliat makes 
sens to you, so you are asking the oracle. On this, he said on the Dong John Show tliat 
it is impossible to get back a perfect bullet like 399, which is b ut flattened slightly, 
by firing it into cotton.

But if he hasn't, 
get a good record on that, and after you do, especially after he says this was flattened 
abit, ask him how it can be flattened without marking it in other ways, for you have 
seen published pictures tliat show not a scratch but perfect land— and— groove marks, «pd 
you uon£t know enough about thi.. kind of tiling to understand it. Itemembe- , he presents 
himself as a firearms expert, the man who has fired thousands of bullets in lii3 monumental 
research, “e has shaved them, squeezed them, etc. If you do hot feel it will be too 
aggressive', drawing upon your ignorance, ask him how thin bullet could have smashed 
Con-ially's rib and then his wrist and then left a piece in his thigh without getting 
scratched by all tliat bone.... It would bo good to know how much of the testimony he has 
atuuied V apparently none), how muen of tne publishou musical eviuunoe, now auou A. iiau 
seen of the unpyblished medical evidence in the archives prior to seeing tiiia new stuff, 
and what other evidence he has studied, from which you can ask his medical opinion, can 
the medical evidence bo evaluated and conclusions drawn without regard to alt tit; other 
evidence?
